In addition, 
a Publications Advice (1105.0) is issued each Tuesday and 
Friday listing publications released on the day of issue and 
expected releases on the following five days (national 
Publications) or two days (State/Territory publications).

The number is 
shown at the top left hand corner of the address label used 
to despatch publications to clients.

6. Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on 1 Janu- 
ary. Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance and should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS, 


Statistical information service 


7. Each ABS office has an Information Consultancy 
Service to assist clients by providing a first point of entry 
to the ABS. Information consultants will assist where pos- 
sible or, where appropriate, refer the enquiry to a contact 
officer. The Information Consultancy area offers a limited 
free service providing information from published statis- 
tics both over the telephone and over the counter at ABS 
bookshops. The area also offers a fee for service informa- 
tion consultancy for detailed queries or provision of 
information from the ABS‘s vast unpublished data hold- 
ings. Unpublished statistics cover a variety of topics such 
as small area population information, imports and exports, 
building. tourism and detailed Consumer Price Index in- 
formation, to name just a few. The area offers various 
dissemination options from paper reports to floppy disks 
and magnetic tape. 


8. In cases where a considerable volume of data has to 
be specially extracted or where a regular statistical service 
is required, a charge will be made.

ABS PUBLISHING NEWS 


New Publications Released During January 1994 
First Home Buyers, Australia, 1988 to 1990 ($25.00) 


Contains a selection of statistics describing first home buyers. Comparisons are 
made with other recent home buyers. The majority of statistics are drawn from the 
1990 Survey of Income and Housing Costs and Amenities, and includes among 
other variables information on income, age, sex, country of birth, awareness of 
loan schemes, source of deposit and Joan. 


Cost of Environment Protection, Australia, 1990-91 ($24.50) 


- This is the third report from the ABS on Australia’s environment. Earlier 


publications included a compendium of issues and facts on Australia’s 
environment (4140.0) and a survey on Australians’ attitudes to the environment 
(4602.0). ‘Cost of Environment Protection’ presents and analyses for the first 
time, costs incurred by Australian government and industry on environment 
protection measures, The publication also includes comparisons of Australian 
environment expenditures with other OECD member countries. Using a 
framework developed by the OECD, the publication provides estimates of the cost 
of pollution abatement and control (PAC) expenditures, as well as some non-PAC 
expenditures. It also contains a selection of economic and general statistics on 
environment protection from the manufacturing. mining and public sectors, 
including: capital and current expenditure for pollution abatement and control: 
number of businesses involved in recycling, holding environmental licences and 
operating special abatement equipment; and data on contributions to national 
income/expenditures from various energy and resource intensive industries. 


Information Paper: Foreign Trade, Australia: Data Confidentiality, 1994 


Foreign trade data may be suppressed to prevent the identification of the activities 
of exporters and importers. This paper provides details concerning: why data 
may not be disclosed; the ways in which data may be suppressed: how individuals 
or businesses can register objections to the disclosure of data they consider 
confidential; how the ABS wiil handle these objections and the effect of 
confidentiality on output.

(houses and other residential), value of alterations and additions to residential 
buildings and value of non-residential building by class of building (e.g. hotels, 
offices, etc.) private sector/public sector ownership; total! ownership; stage of 
construction (commenced, under construction, completed); value of work done during 
period, value of work yet to be done; number of new houses by class of builder. 
Includes some data for statistical divisions and statistical local areas.
